not po 1o the Bailors’ Hame: 1f you do we will
revent you getting a ship;™ and to the Soper-
ntendent of the Home, **We shall not sllow auy
of our men to ship in 8 vessel that yon may be
rhipping a crew for.” Or, In other words, say-
ing to the masters and owners of ships, “We
don't allow you to employ the keeper of the
EBailors’ Home to ship lyuur men. You must
{ake them out of our whisky shops,”
1 wonder, Mr, Editor, if those self-gonstituted
guardians of the merchont manne of this

rt will go one step farthor, and appoint & eol-
cotor for the port, Yes, and tell the captaln
where e must got his ship's outfit, Why not
curry oul the whole matter? for surely If they
may dictato terms, and #ay who shall or who
shall not ship the crew, then they may do the
other thiugs, Now, the question is, Will the
merchanie acquiesee 1n these things? Will the
allow these mea (o cripple the only institution
ol the kind In this eity—an mstitation galcu-
Inted to benefit bath the souls and the bodies of
these men? But perhaps the reader says, "“Well,
what cau be done that will be an effectual
remedy ¥ | anawer, zive your shipplng to
the Home, and then the landlords must come
%0 the keeper of it to get their men shipped,
makmng all the difference in the world, thus
encouraging men to come to the Home, Now
they are met on the river and told, “Don't go 1o
the Mome, because you can't get a ship.”
This can be easily done, and the merchants
be better served than now, thuge widening and
extending the influence of such an mstitution,
smeliorating the condition of the sallor, and, as
a result, saviog in & pecuniary point of view,
What causes a vory Inrge number of the losses
at sea but drunkenness, and vhe want of good
seamen, well clothed? And how csn & man
become sober while he Is boarding in a whisky
mill? How can he be well clothed when he (8
fed on whisky, and degraded by all the infernal
lpﬁllanms with which he s surrounded ¥

ut I hear one reply, **Well, I have had just
as bad men from the Sallers’ Home as [ ever
bad from any other hounse.” True, bus did the
Home lofluences make them bad?! No, Did
whisky houses? Yes, All the trath there is in
that is, that the Home had not had sn oppor-
tunity to undo the doines of whisky Influsnce,
But who is so wlli'ull_‘{ubllnd ue to gay that there
is no difference in substituting the family sltar
for the bar, the Bible tor the bottle, prayer for
prolanity, good books and tracts and religious
and instructive reading matter for the pack of
cards, and the earnest temperance effort, in-
ducing men to go to the church, the prayer-
meeling, the room ot the Bons of Temperance,
instead of the brothel, the low cellar, and the
theatre?

One fact I may state here, About one-half of
all the men who come to the Home are induced
to sign the pledge, even some who have been
drunkurds for years, Not one drunken man has
left the Home, to my knowledge, gince I have
becn in it. But to return. In the Home we
have & free nautical school, but which will be
removed to & new building, to be erected on the
corner of Pine'und Front streets, embraciug a
shipping oftice, clothing store, a school, where
all the useful branches will be taught gratui-
tously, with reading-room, library, and a hall
for huidim.’, meetings, such as will be promotive
of the sailors’ greatest good snd greatest efli-
ciency. But if the wen who are personally in-
wmsuul.pocunlarilg at least, will not sustain
the Pennsylvania Seamen’s Friend Society in
their work of faith and labor of love, especially
when it cost them less than nothing, then what
encouragement can they have to go on in their
Iabors, if ship-owners are indifferent to these
matters ! Henee we appeal to you to take hold
of these things, and suggest the calling of u meet-
ing to take goncerted and uoited action. ». P,
